WABASH BOARD FAILS 
~ TOELEGT PRESIDENT 


No Successor to W. H. Wil- 
liams—Stephen E. Cotter 
Designated to Take Charge 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—The 
board of directors of the Wabash 
Railway Co., meeting today in the 
company’s Eastern office at 1290 
Broadway, did not elect a presi- 
dent, as had been expected, to suc- 
ceed William H. Williams, who died 
in St. Louis last week while attend- 
ing the National Dairy Show. 

It had been expected that the 
_board would .elect Stephen E. Cot- 
ter, vice president in charge of 
operation at St. Louis, and for 45 
years tn the service of the Wabash, 
to the vacant position of president. 
The board’s only action as to Cot- 
ter, however, was to designate him 
as the responsible officer in direct 
charge of all departments in S§&t. 
Louis and Toledo. Headquarters 
of the Ann Arbor railroads, a sub- 
sidiary liné, are in Toledo. 

The board electeq Winslow S&S. 
Pierce, who has been general coun- 
sel for the Wabash with headquar- 
ters in New York; as acting chair- 
man of the boards and Executive 
Committees of the Wabash and the 
Ann Arbor. He succeeds the late 
President Williams in the office of 
board chairman. Mr. Williams, at 
the time of his death, had been 
president but a few weeks, having 
been elected to succeed James E. 
Taussig, resigned, and having con- 
tinued to hold the chairmanship. 

A directors’ meeting of the Wa- 
bash will be held in about a week 
to take action toward filling the 
office of president. 


Started as Clerk to Trainmaster at 
lAtchfield in 1886. 

Cotter, who is 61 years old, en- 
tered the service of the Wabash in 
1886, as clerk to the trainmaster 
in Litchfield, Ill He worked as 
telegrapher and dispatcher, and in 

1889 was placed in the St. Louis 
headquarters of the road, as sec- 
retary to the general syuperintend- 


‘g;ent. In 1890 he was. promoted to 


chief clerk to the general superin- 
tendent. 

In 1900 he was appointed fuel 
agent of the Wabash. Two years 
later he was appointed superin- 
tendent of the eastern division of 
the Wabash, at Peru, Ind., and in 
1904 he was transferred to Deca- 
tur, IIL, as superintendent of the 
middle division. He was appointed 
general superintendent of the sys- 
tem, with headquarters in St. Louis, 
in 1905. ) 

Cotter was made general man- 
ager for the receiver of the Wabash 
at the beginning of 1915. Follow- 
ing the reorganization of the road, 
he served as general manager, and 
later became vice president in 
charge of operation. He had been 
acting president since Presidemt 
Williams’ death last week. He 
lives at Hotel Chase.

Diary and Letter. 

A diary in the possession of 
County Attorney Lloyd J. Andrews 
of Phoenix, who flew here to aid 
in the search, told of a strange af- 
fection between the two victims 
and a sudden changed attitude and 
actions of Mrs. Judd, who once 
had lived with them. 

In a letter written by Dr. W. C. 
Judd, husband of the alleged slay- 
er to her last Oct. 6 police found 
another possible theory of a de- 
ranged mind. In it he asked her to 
“try and exert a little self-control.” 

“I will remind you for one thing 
that you wrote me first that your 
father was dying, fatally injured, 
next that you wanted to bring both 
your parents out here, next that 
your father was on the verge of 
pneumonia (which neither you nor 
any one else knows to bo the case). 

“. . « Ruth, dear, you ask ‘why’ 
must I be away from my parents? 
. «es I'll tell you why. It is be- 
cause you have not wanted to be 
with them.”’ 

Advised Against Narcotic. . 

In an unexplained statement, the 
writer takes “blame for the’ entire 
situation during the past year or 
more.” He advised her he was 
afraid “you are in danger of got- 
ting yourself into a serious condi- 
tion. You want to get hold of 
yourself.” He referred to a mild 
narcotic which she apparently had 
been taking and said “It will 
knock your nervous system to a

out.”’ 

Officers again subjected her 
husband and her brother, Burton 
J. McKinnell, to a thorough ques- 
tioning. Both men had been held 
as material witnesses, but were re- 
leased from custody last night. 

The bodies were found in two 
trunks and a suitcase at the 
Southern Pacific railroad station.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 21.—Denied 


permission to raise freight rates 15 
per cent, America’s railways have 
before them today an Interstate 
Commerce Commission proposal to 
pool funds derived from surcharges 
on freight to aid the less prosper- 


ous lines. 

The railroads were told by the 
Commission that 15 per cent in- 
crease would be harmful to them- 
selves because of the growing use) 
of trucks and pipe lines. Their 
executives were directed to submit 
a plan for handling the pool by 
Dec. 1 and were informed it could 
not operate longer than March 31, 
1933. 

The decision of the Commission 
was announced late yesterday. Rail- 
road men and attorneys had scoffed 
at the pooling plan when shippers 
suggested it at hearings. It was 
unworkable, they said. The Com- 
mission, however, asserted it was 
workable. 

Fixes Surcharges. 

The Commission outlined the 
commodities on which it would, 
permit surcharges and the amount 
of those surcharges. The  sur- 
charges are limited to a maximum 
of 10 per cent, 

The proposed schedule of sur- 
charges would add $3 to the freight 
on each carload of coal, coke, iron 
and other mine products; lumber 
and other forest products, and va- 
rious miscellaneous commodities. It 
would increase by $6 a car the 
rate for crude petroleum, scrap 
iron and other products. Citrus 
fruits and Gertain fresh vegetables, 
oils, brick and cement would p 
an addition 1 cent per 100 pounds, 
and all commodities not otherwise 
listed 2 cents for 100 pounds. 
Switching charges may be in- 
creased 10 per cént, except in the 
Chicago district, where the rates 
must not exceed those already pre- 
scribed in another case. 

Steamship lines under the direc- 
tion of the Commission also would 
be permitted to increase rates un- 
der the same plan as the railroads. 

Major farm products—including 
wheat, corn, cotton, livestock and 
most fresh fruits—are not to pay 
higher freight rates. 

The Commission disclaimed re- 
sponsibility for keeping the income 
of the railroads up to the require- 
ments of the New York and other 
State laws for investment purposes. 
It said: 

“We do not find that we are jus- 
tified on this record to attempt, by 
a rate increase, to protect the mar- 
gin of one and one-half times fixed 
charges set by the New York law. 
To provide ‘so far as practicable 
that actual interest charges be met 
is justified.” 

The carriers were joined by sav- 
ings banks and other bond hold- 
ers in their petition for the rate in- 
crease on the ground that the value 
of securities was threatened. 

$100,000,000 Pool. 

A yield from the surcharge plan 
of $100,000,000 to $125,000,000 an- 
nually on the basis of present traf- 
fic is estimated by the Commission. 
This would be pooled and the needs 
of the carriers unablé to earn in- 
terest on their bonds cared for. 
Then the rest would be returned to 
the more prosperous roads on the 
basis of the amounts paid in. 

The carriers were taken to task 
for failing to put their traffic men 
on the stand in the hearings to sup- 
port the statements of the three 
railroad presidents who presented 
the case for the carriers. The rec- 
ommendation was made that the 
traffic’men study present rates with 
the view to revising some of them. 
Attention was called to many re- 
ductions voluntarily made by the 
carriers. 

“It is our conclusion,” said the 
Commission, “that a 15 per cent in- 
crease on all freight rates and 
charges would increase revenue, if 
at all, only temporarily, and that 
its ultimate effect, not very long 
postponed, would be to harm rather 
than help the railroads. It is sim-

Members attending the meeting 
of the board were Secretary of 
State Becker, State Treasupér 
Brunk and Lieutendnt-Governor 
Winter, acting for Gov. Caulfield, 
who was absent from th@ State. The 
minutes show that Be¢ker made 
the motion to redafece the assess- 
ment, Brunk seconded it, and it was 
carried by a mfijority. Winter said 
today he did not vote. 

State -Auditor Thompson, who 
also ls @ member of the board, but 
was not present, saiq that at an 
earlier meeting’ where only three 
members were present he objected 
to action on the Public Service Co. 
assessment except at a meeting at- 
attended by the full membership. 
Shartel is the 
fifth member. 

The assessment of $40,001,026 
recommended by the State Tax 
Commission was almost identical 
with the amount agreed upon by 
the company and the authorities of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County last 
spring in connection with a suit 
brought by the company to enjoin 
collection of what it asserted was 
an excessive levy. 

The company had been taxed on 
an assessment of $44,482,395 for 
which taxes payable in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County totaled $1,- 
150,025. By consent decrees of the 
Circuit Courts in the city and 
county the assessment was reduced 
to $40,001,894 by elimination of the 
following items the courts held had 
been improperly included by the 
State Tax Commission: Paving, $3,- 
283,877; excess grading, $1,170,319; 
bridges and viaducts, $26,302. It 
was held that although these prop- 
erties had been paid for by the 
company, they were not its exclus- 
ive possessions and were in fact 
used by the general public. 

As a résult of the court action 
the company’s taxes for 1930 were 
reduced by $115,838. The reduc- 
tion .approved by the State Tax 
Commission means the company’s 
taxes for this year will be about 
$245,000 less than the original as- 
pessment for 1930. 

In an argument before the State 

x Commission, attorneys for the 
company sought an assessment of 
about $30,000,000, pleading the de- 
preciation of the company’s prop- 
erty and its,jloss of business. The 
company’s valuation for rate mak- 
ing purposes, as fixed by the State 
ego Service Commission in 1928, 

is $63,500,000.

regulations to permit rediscounting 
of their notes based on installment 
sales was presented today to Eu-

The finance companies cited the 
scarcity of paper eligible for redis- 
count and asserted that broadening 
of the eligible paper requirements 
to include finance companies based 
on the self liquidating notes given 
for installment commodity sales 
would furnish a large amount of 
desirable paper.

There was more of his favorite 
music, from Bach and Beethoven, 
The Rev. Dr. Stephen J. Her- 
ben, former Methodist clergyman 
and a friend of Mr. Edison, read 
the Twenty-third Psalm, then con- 
tinued: “I am the Resurrection and 
the Life; he that believeth on Me, 
though he die, yet shall he live.”

" Testifying before the committee 
which is studying unemployment 
insurance, Folsom recommended 
governmental encouragement of 
such movements by exemption 
from taxation of money set aside 
by employers as unemployment re- 
serve funds. 

Folsom also recommended estab- 
lishment of employment exchanges 
in all large centers, creation of 
public construction reserves during 
prosperous times, greater stabiliza- 
tion of employment, general adop- 
tion of a shorter work week, vo- 
cational guidance and adult educa- 
tion. 

The witness described the unem- 
ployment benefit plan adopted by 
19 companies in Rochester, N. Y., 
which employ 28,000 persons. 

Under this plan each company 
will build up its own system with 
annual contributions up to 2 per 
cent of its payroll for five years. 

In addition to this plan, Fol- 
som said the companies had for 
many years been studying meth- 
ods of stabilizing production in 
order to minimize unemployment. 
Among the methods which they 
have developed are accurate fore- 
casting of sales, careful planning, 
scheduling of production, building 
up of inventories during slack sea- 
sons, diversification of products, 
education of the public away from 
seasonal buying, changing hours to 
meet changes in volume and price 
concessions during off seasons. 

“The logical development in this 
country during the next few years,” 
Folsom said, “would seem to be 
the voluntary adoption of unem- 
ployment benefit plans by individ- 
ual companies and industries rath- 
er than resorting to governmental 
unemployment insurance. 

“The adoption of such a plan 
by a company or industry will 
furnish a _ strong incentive to 
stabilize and general adoption 
should assist greatly in the reduc- 
tion of unemployment.”

He Urged Students to Use 
Their Wills to Keep Their

A letter written by Thomas A. 
Edison 23 years ago, containing a 
message to students at Yeatman 


High School, has been preserved 
by F. E. Andrews, now principal 
of Glasgow School. 

Andrews, then physics instruc- 
tor at Yeatman, requested Edison 
to write a letter to the class in such 
form that it could be made into a 
lantern slide and used to conclude 
an illustrated lecture on the in- 
ventor’s life and work. 

The letter, inscribed with pains- 
taking care on stationery cap- 
tioned: “‘From the Laboratory of 
Thomas A. Edison, Orange, N. J.,” 
follows: 

Every man has a brain, and 
something else called a will. In 
the brain there is a peculiar con- 
volution discovered by Broca, 
called the convolution of Broca. 

The Will can force this con- 
volution to store up knowledge 
and experience, but it is obstinate 
and it requires great Will power 
to make it record. 

The men who manage the in- 
dustries of the U. S. have by 
their strong wills forced this lazy 
convolution full of information 

which they use in their business. 

The boy that keeps that con- 
volution working overtime, is 
-oing to be just what he wants 
to be. THOMAS A. EDISON, 

The well-defined writing, charac- 
teristic of the inventor’s hand, was 
particularly suited to Andrew's pur- 
pose, and he has used the message 
as a lantern slide in numerous in- 
spirational lectures to students.

making a promise, not stating an 
intention. 

For Miss Randolph, Hugo Wint- 
ner, her counsel, declared Chu- 
dacek’s character, not the defend- 
ant’s, was on trial. 

“It has been charged that my 
client has done aM this merely for 
publicity, but records ‘show the 
plaintiff started the publicity,” said 
Wintner. He said Chudacek gave 
an announcement of his intended 
marriage to Miss Randolph to the 
newspapers and authorized a re- 
porter at Johnstown, N. Y., to send 
the news to New York newspapers. 

Miss Randoiph admitted she 
once promised to marry him. ‘‘He 
came to my apartment, smelling 
of liquor, and tried, to throw me 
out of the window, so I promised 
to marry him the next day to save 
my life,’’ she said. 

Chudacek’s suit, which began 
with a letter of “I saw your love- 
ly picture in the paper” came right 
after her third divorce, Miss Ran- 
dolph said, and she was lonely and 
“nervous, and he seemed sincere. 

“Tl thought if you can’t trust a 
minister, whom can you trust?” 
she added. 

-She Always Offers Drinks. 

“Did you ever offer him a 
drink?” her lawyer asked. ‘I al- 
ways offer drinks,’’ she replied. 
“Tl was born in the South.” 

She said she was born in Balti- 
more and was 32 years old. She 
changed her name from Elizabeth 
Bailey. to Betty Randolph when 
she entered the Follies. 

Miss Randolph was perturbed by 
Chudacek’s assertion that he in- 
terested himself in her and re- 
signed his pastorate at Johnston, 
N. Y., because “she wanted to be 
saved from the night life.” 

She said he wanted her money. 
Her income is said to be $62,000 a 
year. “He was always asking me 
for money,” she explained. “Once 
he asked me for $100,000 and said 
he wouldn't marry me unless I 
gave it to him.” 

“He changed his religion,” she 
said, “and I thought once in a 
religion one should always stay.” 
Chudacek was at one time in his 
career a Catholic priest. “When 
he asked for the $100,000,” she re- 
lated, “he said he was poor and 
didn't have anv church anymore 
and he wanted it in case anything 
happened to me so he could write 
checks without embarrassment. It 
was about that time I realized he 
didn’t really love me.”

As those who attended the funer- 
al entered the Edison home they 
were greeted by the strains of “‘I’ll 
Take You Home Again, Kathleen,” 
softly played on the organ, and the 
crackle of pine logs burning in a 
huge stone fireplace in the hall. 

The burial at Rosedale Cemetery, 
like the service at the home, was 
arranged to avoid ostentation or 
pomp. 


3000 Gather Outside Gates, 


Outside the barred gates’ to 
Llewellyn Park a crowd of about 
3000 gathered to see the funeral 
cortege leave for the cemetery. 

All along West Orange streets 
small flags fluttered at half mast 
at the curbs and in many business 
houses black-draped pictures of 
Edison were displayed. 

At the West Orange schools spe- 
clal memorial exercises were con- 
ducted. 


Preceded by a large escort of 
motorcycle police, the cortege left 
Glenmont at 4 p. m., winding its 
way through the tree-lined roads 
of Llewellyn Park. It did not leave 
Llewellyn Park through the main 
gateway, where the crowd was 
gathered. 


Mrs. Hoover, who had previously 
said she would leave for Washing- 
ton immediately after the funeral, 
remained to attend the last service 
at the grave. 

Just before the service opened, 
Col. Francois Pillon, official repre- 
sentative of the French Govern- 
ment, and his aid, were ushered 
into the drawing room where the 
body lay. Silently they stood be- 
side the casket for a moment then 
went upstairs to convey to Mrs. 
Edison the sympathy of France. 
Both were in full dress uniform. 


Casket Covered With Flowers. 


Edison’s body lay in the drawing 
room of Glenmont. Over the bronze 
casket lay a blanket of tea roses, 
orchids and lilies of the valley. The 
drawing room, the hallway, and an 
adjoining conservatory were 
banked with yellow and white 
chrysanthemums, asters, orchids, 
deep red roses and autumn tinted 
leaves from his favorite tree, the 
oak. 

Most of the time while his body 
lay in state in his workroom, a 
spray of oak leaves, placed there 
by his son, Theodore, lay on the 
casket. 

Near his grave. on a hillside in 
Rosedale Cemetery, Orange, is an 
aged, giant oak tree. 

Southwest of the burial plot, 
about 75 feet away, is the freshly 
|covered grave of John Ott, Edison's 
‘assistant for more than 50 years, 
who died Monday of shock caused 
by the inventor's death. 


For four days and four nights 
police will maintain a guard of 
honor over Edison's grave.

Maj. Doolittle Will Return to St. Louis To- 


morrow After Day 


of Rest—Delayed

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 21.—Maj. 
James H. Doolittle of St. Louis, 
noted flyer, was taking a day off 
today after having hung up a new 
mark yesterday by flying from Ot- 
tawa, Ontario, to Mexico City, by 
way of Washington, D. C., in 12 
hours and 36 minutes, linking three 
capitals. 

Doolittle landed his swift plane, 
which he called his “Baby Power- 
house,” at Valbuena Field at 3:16 
p. m., Mountain time. He took off 
from Ottawa at 4:40 a. m., Eastern 
time, and made stops at Washing- 
ton, Birmingham, Ala., and Corpus 
Christi, Tex. 

He calculated his average speed 
for the flight at 204 miles an hour, 
and said he was making 235 miles 
an hour some of the time. The last 
225 miles of the flight, from Tam- 
pico, were covered in 54 minutes. 

A ground fog delayed him ‘40 
minutes at Washington, he said. 
The fog kept him from landing at 
Bolling Field, where his supplies 
were waiting, and he was forced 
to land at another field and make 
emergency arrangements. If it had 
not been for this incident, he said, 


his time- would have been about 
11% hours. 

The weather was 
Saw no storms. 
bit “groggy,”’ he said, by a leaking 
exhaust pipe which admitted some 
carbon monoxide into the cabin of 
the plane and this, coupled with 
the fact that he had not been able 
to sleep the night before, and had 
eaten nothing all day, made it a 
“hard trip.”

He told 
Justice Louis A. Valente and a jury 
that he did not recall the circum- 
stance of their meeting, as “‘it made 
very little impression on me at the 
time.” 

The last time he had seen Miss 
McCord, he said, was in June, 1928, 
in her apartment, when she was 
planning to sue her brother. Roths- 
child said he advised her not to 
proceed, and she agreed. Before 
that, he said. he had not seen her 
since 1923, when he had told her 
he wanted to be her friend, and 
also her brother's friend. 
Rothschild denied that he had 
called Miss McCord on the tele- 
phone in 1923, telling her that he 
was ‘“‘too drunk to take her to din- 
ner.’’ He also testified that he had 
not had her shadowed during the 
years 1923 to 1927.

WILL OF W. H. WILLIAMS, 
WABASH PRESIDENT, FILED 


Estate Eventually Will Go to the 
Next of Kin of Niece; Trust 
Fund for Wife.

PLATTSBURGH, N. Y., Oct. 21. 
~The will of William H. Williams, 
president of the Wabash Railroad 
when he died in St. Louis Oct. 14, 
was offered for probate in Clinton 
County Surrogate’s Court today. It 
bequeaths the Williams estate, re- 
putedly very large, eventually to 
“the next of kin” of Irma Williams 
Stevenson of Utica, a niece. 

The value of the estate was not 
stated in the papers filed today.

ceive the $20,000 income for the 
remainder of her life. If Irma 
Williams Stevenson dies before the 
widow, the Stevenson share will go 
to Mrs. Williams. ‘When both are 
dead the trust fund will cease to 
exist, and the estate as a whole will 
go to the next of kin of Irma Wil- 
liams Stevenson. 
Mrs. Williams also receives life 
use Of the Williams estate, known 
as Camp Alyukpa, on Lyon Moun- 
tain, 25 miles from here. On this 
extensive property her — husband 
raised Holstein cattle that won 
many prizes in national competi- 
tion.

A Point of Newspaper Ethics. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE moving picture, ‘Five Star 


Final,” depicts a newspaper digging 
back 20 years to resensationalize a mur- 
der that apparently had been legally 
handled at the time to the satisfaction 
of society. That it was criminal to do 
this merely for the purpose of increas- 
ing circulation was obvious. 

This cinema brings to mind a finer 
point in journalistic ethics which might 
be timely to pass on again. For ex- 
ample, the son of a worthy citizen com- 
mits a crime; the father and the family 
are mentioned in the account of the 
crime, no doubt properly to identify the 
culprit and furnish a background for 
the reader of the news. Let us suppose 
now that the guilty one is properly pun- 
ished and 20 years elapse. Then the 
father dies and in the account of his 
death, his achievements and services to 
his community are listed. Is it proper 
to review the lapse of the son and, at 
the time of bereavement, subject the 
family to the public gaze, again to bring 
shame home for a deed for which the 
family may not have been directly re- 
sponsible? What purpose does the re- 
counting serve? R. 


OUTCOME OF THE RATE CASE. 

Refusal by the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
‘grant the railroads a flat increase of 15 per cent ‘fn 
freight rates is not a surprise to the country. Indeed, 
it had.already been largely discounted in the securi- 
ties market. 

The commission agrees that an approximate 10 per 
cent increase upon some freights would be fair, but 
it very properly exempts all farm products from any 


increase. The commission moreover holds that since/ 


any increase could be justified only upon the neces- 
sity of the roads to meet their interest payments, it 
would be proper for the roads to pool] their revenues 


to that end. This is to return to a principle of the 


transportation act of 1920, the recapture clause of 
which ordered the strong roads to turn over some 
part of their earnings to the weak roads. It was a 
failure as law, and it is improbable that it can suc- 
ceed as a voluntary agreement. It remains to be 


seen if the commission can make it more than that. 


without encountering the obstacles which routed the 
recapture clause. Obviously, it thinks it can do so, 
and it gives the roads until Dec. 1 to submit a pool- 
ing proposal. No increase is agreeable to the com- 
mission except for the limited time T which it may 
be necessary. 

Thus ends one of the most hotly contested rate 
hearings in the country’s history. The railroads 
proposed at the outset exactly what the commission 
proposes. They asked a flat increase upon second 
thought, which we have always believed to have been 
ill advised. The condition of business is such that 
a flat incyease of 15 per cent in freight rates would 


themselves would suffer from it. Certainly agricul- 
ture is in no condition to pay more. 

With so many competitors in the field, the rail- 

roads will have to make a very cautious application 
of the increases agreeable to the commission. The 
commission has attempted to help them, but -they 
must also help themselves. They must practice rigid 
economies, omit waste and abandon mere duplication. 
It is inevitable that the decision shall also set the 
stage for wage reductions on the railroads. 
‘To ask preferred treatment for the railroads at 
time when almost all business is in distress was a 
mistake, and it naturally met with a qualified re- 
fusal. The point that railroad credit is in straits 
was irrelevant. The commission is charged by Me 
law to decide at all times what is best for the roads, 
and it could not discharge that responsibility and be 
influenced by other considerations. The roads must 
rally from the depression with all other business. 
If they are attempting, as many of them are, to make 
earnings upon over-capitalization, they must suffer 
in common with all other over-capitalization. The 
commission is willing to give them something, but 
it is unwilling merely to take from Peter to pay Paul. 
In so deciding, it has functioned only as a just 
tribunal should. 
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ACCOUNTING FOR LOUISIANA. 

The picture page photo of the Loulsiana State Cap- 
itol explained everything. That citadel of law and 
order at Baton Rouge over which Govs. Long, 
Cyr et al have drawn sabers is a dead ringer for a 
Gilbert and Sullivan set. Its castle-like towers and 
heavy-stoned cornices bring to mind Anthony. Hope’s 
Zenda, the.

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THE SPOT ZONING SCANDAL. “ ’ 

~ The spot zoning scandal is to be attacked from a 
new angle by the General Council on Civic Needs. It 
proposes to circulate initiative petitions for revision 
of the law to give the Zoning Commission power to 
pass on proposed departures from the St. Louis zon- 
ing plan before action by the Board of Aldermen. An 
ordinance to the same effect was defeated by the 
Aldermen last spring. It is felt that if the showing 
made by the initiative petitions is sufficiently pow- 
erful, the Aldermen may be induced to adopt the 
revision, rendering unnecessary the expense and 
trouble of an initiative election. 

There are very few instances where spot. zoning 
is justified. The city’s zoning law was carefully 
worked out*and is liberal in its provisions. Its pur- 
pose, of course, is to protect private-property and to 
insure the growth of the city on harmonious lines. 
Thus, districts devoted to residences are guarded 
against invasion by stores, factories, warehouses and 
other unsuitable structures. An example of how the 
absence of zoning can ruin a fine street is furnished 
by Lindell boulevard. The’ interval between the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri’s decision declaring the orig. 
inal zoning law invalid and the passage of the pres- 
ent law was disastrous for one of the city’s most 
beautiful thoroughfares. 

Despite the generous provisions in the law for the 
location of all types of structures, the Board of Al- 
dermen is constantly beset With applications for ex- 
ceptions to the zoning law. These applications are 
usually presented by political lawyers, who get fat 
fees, not for their legal ability, but for their political 
pull. Not infrequently, approval of the applications 
means a lowering of surrounding property values at 
the expense of citizens:who thought they were safe- 
guarded by the zoning law. 

There is no question but that all proposed zoning 
law amendments should first be submitted to that 
body best qualified to give disinterested and expert 
judgment, namely, the Zoning Commission: We be- 
lieve the General Council on Civic Needs wil) have 
no difficulty in obtaining the support of thousands 
of property owners whose investment, under the 
present system of shooting the law full of holes, is 
in continual jeopardy.

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JAPAN BACKS DOWN. 

‘When the heir to the Austrian throne and his wife 
were slain by a Serbian radical in June, 1914, it was 
a “purely local affair,” to be settled by negotiators 
for the two Governments. All Europe agreed, at first, 
to that view of the situation. Similarly, Japan de- 
clared her disagreement with China over Manchuria 
to be a “purely local affair,” to be decided by the 
Governments immédiately concerned. If the world 
has learned anything from the holecaust that result- 
ed from the Serajevo murders, it is this: not to leave 
the settlement of such “purely local affairs” to the 
nations involved therein. Hence, the League of Na- 
tions took action in the Manchurian crisis. Its Coun- 
cil, to insure a representative group of arbiters, in- 
vited participation by an American consultant. Japan 
objected to this, contending that the United States, 
a non-member of the League, would be an interloper 
at such a conference. 

This came with bad grace from Japan, for she 
seemed to wave aside the Kellogg-Briand pact, under 
which other nations had made representations. She 
also seemed to forget the nine-Power treaty, product 
of the Washington conference, of which Japan and 
the United States were co-signers, and in which Japan 
bound herself to respect the independence and terri- 
torial integrity of China. Japan’s objection to Amer- 
ican participation fell to theeground after the Coun- 
cil issued its invitation and Mr. Stimson announced 
that this country’s delegate would participate only 
in discussions centering around the Kellogg treaty, 
and would withdraw wen debate turned to the Dro- 
visions of the League Covenant. By this delicate 
concession, the way is cleared for peace-making. Kel- 
logg pact provisions will function through League ma- 


@/chinery, rather than through a special gathering of 


that treaty’s adherents. 

This clears the Oriental skies considerably, and 
leaves the Japanese military clique, which seems 
to have throttled the Foreign Office, in a dubious 
position. Such quibbling over arbitration has given 
Japan the status of an aggressor, opposed to inter- 
ference in what has been termed “international lar- 
ceny.” Her attitude toward America was strangely 
different from that of the Russo-Japanese War, when, 
in 1905, Japan’s Foreign Minister besought President 
Roosevelt to launch the peace proposals that result- 
ed in the treaty of Portsmouth. Japan’s present with- 
drawal from her untenable position paves the way for 
vindication of the League Covenant and the Kellogg 
pact as means of preventing war. Their failure in 
this crisis, as the Chinese delegate had warned, would 
mean collapse of the world-wide edifice of peace and 
an ominous prelude to the Geneva conference. 
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THE BRITISH CAMPAIGN. 

The other day, Ramsay MacDonald matched his 
voice against the roar of a crowd that would not lis- 
ten, and finally retired, if one may say so, hoarse de 
combat. Again, we read how Sir Oswald Mosley, a 
chap with a genius for getting into a jam, was pelted 
with chairs and bottles, and, though bodyguarded by 
football players and that walloping pugilist, Kid 
Lewis, departed at last from the fray like our friend 
Marco Bozzaris of the ancient ballad, “bleeding at 
every vein.” Further on, we meet J. H. Thompson in 
Derwent Hall, Liverpool, bending before the gale and 
retreating to a salvo of “Twister” and “Traitor.” 
Lady Nancy Astor has not appeared in the election 
news, or, if she has, we have missed her, but presently, 
we feel sure, the cables will carry a bit of repartee 
in Virginia drawl, edged with British twang. For 
stoical folks, our English cousins are making a jolly 
good bluff at the rough house. 
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DEER HUNTING IN MISSOURI AGAIN. 

The opening of the water fowl hunting season 
yesterday, on as fair a day as this section has seen 
this fall, opened the way for the feature of the shoot- 
ing year in Missouri, deer hunting, which begins to- 
morrow and lasts for three days. It will be the first 
open season on deer in the State in seven years. 
Following the prohibition in 1924, a survey the next 
year revealed the number had been depleted to 500. 
That the conservation plan has had the desired ef- 
fect is shown by the present supply of 10,000, includ- 
ing more than 500 b&tks with four prongs to each 
antler, the lawful kill. Some 20 counties contain 
most of the deer, one of the areas of concentration 
being directly west of St. Louis, in Franklin, Gas- 
conade and Osage counties. Another is in a double 
tier of southern counties, and a third along the Mis- 
sissippi in the extreme southeastern corner. 

A sport now, deer hunting on this continent goes 
back to the time when Pilgrim fowling pieces felled 
venison meat in the bitter winters at Provincetown, 
and earlier to bows and arrows of the Indians, like- 
wise seeking food. But it is not only the deer stalkers, 
who sometimes must maneuver cautiously for hours 
in boggy ground, that are glad the oldest family of the 
ruminants is again plentiful in Missouri. Persons 
who have never loaded a gun can thrill just as much 
at the unexpected appearance of a slim gray-white doe 
ahead at the edge of the wooded road, the motionless 
pause, the quick turn, the fleet, graceful dash before 
the automobile for a few yards and the sudden leap 
over the gulley on the other side into the low ever- 
greens, with a saucy hoist of her white bob tail. 
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A SCIENTIST, NOT A SOCIOLOGIST. 

Newspaper readers do an injustice to Dr. Samuel 
W. Stratton, former president of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, if they remember him only as one 
of the three men appointed to examine the case of 
Sacco and Vanzetti, and who so unfortunately ac- 
quiesced. The Bureau of Standards in Washington 
was his idea. More than 40 years ago, while teaching 
physics at the University of Illinois, he saw the need 
for a governmental agency in charge of scientific 
standards. Invited by Lyman Gage, Secretary of the 
Treasury in 1900, to write a bill for the creation of 
such a bureau, he became its first head, serving for 
22 years. When he resigned to be president of M. I. 
T., his bureau consisted of 900 workers in 14 build- 
ings—the leading research institution in the country. 
Born across the river in Litchfield, I1]., Dr. Stratton 
was one of the foremost scientists to come out of the 
St. Louis territory.

The answer is obvious: The 
taxable properties 2nd incomes are not dis- 
tributed in the different geographical areas 
of the country in proportion to the popula- 
tion and the needs. Hence, the state is 
asked to share its revenues with the coun- 
ties, and the Federal Government is asked 
to share its income with the states. 

The basic economic argument for Federal 
aid rests upon the unequal primary distri- 
bution of wealth. If there were 2 direct so- 
lution for the problems of the distribution 
of wealth which would place in the hands 
of all the people an income sufficient for 
them to secure by individual payment those 
goods and services cssential to their well, 
being, no one would, I believe, ask for Fed- 
eral aid to local units, 


Since no direct solution of this problem 
seems likely, the bad effects of a somewhat 
unhappy primary distribution of wealth 
may be softened through a secondary dis- 
tribution, By taxing those who have large 
incomes and utilizing the proceeds in the 
interest of all the people, we may furnish 
.the basis of a measure of economic justice 
as well as the basis of social welfare 

Another economic justification of Federal 
taxation as a means of securing funds for 
group payment for goods and services need- 
ed by the people throughout the country, is 
found in the fact that incomes are concen- 
trated in small geographica] areas, but that 
incomes are received from areas which have 
no relation to county or state lines, 

The internal revenue collected in the 
United States for the fiscal year 1930 
amounted to more than $3,000,000,000. 
More than $900,000,000 of this was collect- 
ed in the State of New York. Two hundred 
and seventy-four million dollars of it was 

collected in North Carolina. In Iilinois, 
$247,000,000 was collected. Pennsylvania 
contributed $230,000,000; Virginia, nearly 
$100,000,000. These states will be recognized 


| 


as having great centers of banking, manufac- 
turing, wholesale trade or publishing inter- 
ests, or, as in North Carolina and Virginia, 
tobacco interests with heavy excise taxes. 
On the other hand, in more strictly rural 
areas, such as Nebraska, Oregon, Idaho, 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Arkansas, North 
Dakota and Texas, contributions to the Fed- 
eral Treasury in the form of corporation 
taxes, individual income taxes, excise and 
other miscellaneous taxes, range from $500,- 
000 to $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 per state. 

It is obvious to everyone that excise taxes, 
such as that on cigarettes, are being paid 
by people fron? all over the United States, 
even though the tax may be collected large- 
ly th North Carolina. It may not be quite 
so obvious, and yet ig is equally true that 
the corporation and income taxes are being 
paid by people throughout the land, even 
though in the first instance they are levied 
on corporation and individual incomes hay- 
ing local addresses within our large cities. 

The revenue from import duties is an- 
other very large resource of the Federal 
Treasury. In the final analysis, these indi- 
rect taxes are paid by consumers through- 
out the land wherever people eat food. wear 
clothes or live in houses. In general, it may 
be said the ultimate sources of Federal rev- 
enue are scattered pretty well in proportion 
to the population, whereas the immediate 
sources are centered in the great cities out 
of all proportion , to the concentration of - 
population. 

It is on this analysis of our economic or- 


der that Federal! aid to local] activities finds ~

We should not fail to face the fact. how- 
ever, that while under the present ecouomic 
order Federal aid may be abundantly justi- 
fied from an economic point of view, there 
may be sociai and political dangers involved 
in drawing funds from the Federal Treas- 
ury to pay for some of the needs of our 
rural areas which cannot be adequately 
financed by local sources, 

If with contributions from the Federal 
Treasury comes central control of the char- 
agter and quality of our education, etc., are 
we not in danger of misdirecting our efforts 
as a result of the central contro] and may 
the result not be a damaging effect upon 
the quality of the life of the people? While 
I do not believe fear of damage from this 
source should deter us from utilizing Fed- 
eral aid, pending the time when a new-re- 
gime in the primary distribution of wealth 
will sprovide local groups with adequate 
revenues for taking care of their own needs, 
I dg feel that here is a danger which must 
not be overlooked, and that every bfll pro- 
viding for Federal aid should provide aiso’ 
for :.n adequate local autonomy in the ex- 
penditure of the funds; that once the funds 
have been granted, Federal contro] should 
be limited to audits which insure that the 
funds are used for the purposes for which 
they were intended. 

With these precautions, Federal ald may 
well be extended to many other fields of ac- 
tivity where services should in the public 
interest be rendered on the basis of need 
yather than of demand.

€€ I¢ is a gloomy moment in history. Not for many years— 
not in the lifetime of most men who read this paper—has there 
been so much grave and deep apprehension; never has the future 
seemed so incalculable as at this time.

In France the politicalycaldron seethes and bubbles with 
uncertainty; Russia hangs, as ‘usual, like a cloud,dark and silent, 
upon the horizon of Europe; while all the energies, resources 
and influences of the British Empire are sorely tried, and are 
yet to be tried more sorely, in coping with the vast and deadly 
Indian insurrection, and with its disturbed relations in China.

(which, happily, no man pretends to feel) in the issue of events. 


“Of our own troubles no man can see the end. They are 
fortunately, as yet, mainly commercial; and if we are only to 
lose money, and by painful poverty to be taught wisdom—the 
wisdom of honor, of faith, of sympathy and of charity—no man 
need seriously to despair.

In previous seasons, when there 
has been a foul throw-in, the op- 
posing side has been awarded a 
\free kick. This, 
changed. ‘This year, on all fouls’ 
committed on throw-ins, the enemy 
team is awarded a throw-in and not 
a free kick. 

In the past, goalkeepers have 
been permitted to take but two 
steps before being forced to clear, 
when in possession of the ball. Un- 
der the change in effect this sea- 
son, the ‘“‘goalie’’ can take four 
steps. The handling of the ball in 
this manner by the goalkeeper is 
termed as “‘carrying’’ and in the in- 
structions to officials in the Ref- 
eree’s Chart, the following is found: 

Penalty After Four Steps. 

“The goalkeeper must not ‘walk 
about’ bouncing the ball on his 
hand. After the FOURTH step he 
/must be penalized. If the goal- | 
keeper handles the ball outside his 
own penalty area he is commiitting | 
|a breach. For ‘carrying’ the ball | 


a penaity kick.’

DALLAS, Tex., Oct. 21.—My 
Southern Methodist University Mus- 
tangs are using the spin play again 
this season. We have used this play 
for several years because it has al- 
ways been especially effective 
against a six-man line that most 


teams use against my team be- 


cause of our passing threat. 

Hubert Walling was the first and 
one of the best backs I had on this 
play. He was with my teams of 
1922, 1923 and 1924. He wasn’t ex- 
ceedingly fast, but had powerful 
legs and usually gained from seven’ 
to 12 yards. This was what we 
called in those days, our perfect 
play... , 

Since’ Walling’s time we haven't 
used it so often because our con- 
ference teams concentrated on a 
powerful defense for it. But with 
a fast, shifty man in the spinner 
position, we have made some very 
long and timely gains in our moat 
recent games.

G. Adams 
Co. of St. Louis on a bid of 13.89 
cents a pair, after rejecting the 


and Iron Co. of Springfield, O., of 
7.66 cents a pair. Becker said he 
rejected the latter bid because the 


cause he favored purchasing Mis- 
seuri manufactured products. 

Aceeptance of the higher bid on 
manufacture of the plates will 
rsean an additional cost to the 
State of nearly $50,000, based on 
the estimated requirements. 
Becker, in announcing his deci- 
sion to make the award to the §S. 
G. Adams Co.,.which held the 1931 
contract at 15.78 cents a pair of 
plates, adhered to his former posi- 
tion that he would not award the 
contract to the Missouri peniten- 
tiary. 

Request by Penal Board. 
| The State Penal Board had called 
‘on Becker for complete informa- 
| tion on what bid he determined to 
ibe the best and lowest, before he 
| made an award, so the board could 
determine whether it would take 
‘advantage of a State law which re- 
quires Becker’s Gepartment to 
award the contract to the prison 
if it meets the lowest and best bid. 

The Attorney-General recently 
,ruled that it was mandatory, un- 
der the law, for Becker to award 
the contract to the prison, if the 
prison met the low bid and was 
equipped to do the work. 

Becker asserted in a prepared

“I don’t know today how the re- 
cent Zurich conference was fi- 
nanced, really. I never planned to 
get the money first and then do 
the work according to the money 
in hand. I saw the thing to do and 
then began to do it; and inevitably, 
without fail, the money came to 
pay for it. Printing bills, confer- 
ences, salaries for employes, drives, 
all were the same. When the urge 
to do an important thing came, I 
did it regardless of the money on 
hand or the possibility of getting it. 
Often when a letter of importance 
was to be sent broadcast to the 
friends of the movement, I was 
confronted by a bank account so 
low that even the rent could not 
be paid, I always went ahead and 
inevitably the account doubled.”

Mrs. Sanger re- 
turned to the United States to fight 
the charges against her, and found 
a National Birth Control League 
had been organized. However, the 
league refused to give Mrs. Sanger 
support, because she had broken 
the law, the leaders held, in her ac- 
tivities.

ORE serious, however, was the 
M situation when she opened a 

birth control clinic in a poorer 
section of New York, and was ar- 
rested under the state laws. Mrs. 
Ethel Byrne, her sister, who was a 
trained nurse, assisted Mrs. Sanger. 
She also was arrested, and was sen- 
tenced to 30 days in jail. Mrs. 
Byrne went on a hunger strike, 
which nearly cost her her life, al- 
though forcible feeding was used. 
Mrs. Sanger, later, was given a 
similar sentence. 

After her release she renewed 
her activities, chiefly by trying to 
arouse public interest in changing 
the laws, through lectures. It was 
a constant fight, for many times 
she was refused permission to 
speak, or owhers refused to rent 
her a hall. 

In 1921 she arranged a meeting

Mrs. Sanger by this time had 
become internationally prominent, 
and was asked to lecture in Japan.

Aft- 
er considerable work of organiza- 
tion, in this country and abroad, 
she opened another clinic in New 
York. iis
